The latter 
claimed that the lilly was a sufferer by iuterferem-e 
mimediatt'ly after the start, whiih caused her a loss 
of eonsiderabl*' ground. Several other faulty rides 
were tabbed against jm'keys and it is more than 
likely that thi-re will be a gem'ral thinning of the 
riders’ ranks la-fore many days go by.

DISCUSSION OF A COMING PROBLEM. 

One eolibl n«it help noticing the reinarkahl.v low 
prices oldaiiied for some thormighlired yearlings ro- 
(viill.v s<dd in .\iiieriea, ami eoiiiparing tliese wllli 
the prices oldained both in England and Kraiue dur- 
ing tlu- last few monllis. It is an old cry how Hie 
tu-st prodiiee of Kenluek.v and otlier .\merican stud 
farms is lieing sacrificed and the lireeUing stock scat- 
tered among countries outside of tlu- J'nited States. 

It is perhaps out of my provinee, not lieing a citi- 
zen of tlie I’nited States, to call the serious atten- 
tion of tlie government to what will liappen in a 
decade or two. lint it is a sufficient weighty iiroblem 
ill my own i-ountry. where those interested in tlu- 
qiiaiitity of re.serve horses, a national question. !iro 
c-ontinnaHy priuldiiig the administration into doing 
something to encourage horse lireeding. 

Tlu- latest decision of the largest public vehicb- 
eomiiany in England, tlu- London General ttmnlbus 
eompany, to do away with all the horsi- omnibuses 
and run tliese with motor traction only, has swept 
away what lias been in the past the prinoitial supply 
of reserve animals. During the .South African war 
tlie (-imiiiaiiy just ri-ferred to was aide to n-ply to tlu- 
n-(|iiisition of the war office by suiiplying many thou- 
sands of liorses, and there are no sources yet discov- 
ered which can replace those dciK-nded upon in tlu- 
Iiast. 

'The siiceess of .\merican-hred horses on the Eng- 
lish turf is sufficient to xvarraiit them fetching a 
Idgh price, jilthoiigh England has yet to learn that 
an American animal can iiroiu-rl.v stay over a eon- 
sideralile distance of ground. European markets 
will continue to absorb all the go<H! Iilood stock 
which is sent tliera. I notice that a thn-e-ycar-old 
by Meddler won a nice race while others scored In 
recent weeks. I netice that Mr. J. R. Keene had a 
lot of two-year-olds in the catalogues, including 
colts liy Voter, Bon Brush, Delhi, etc. There w^rc 
not so many continental tiuyers as usual going to the 
sales at the tiirf lu-adquarters of England, as the 
minister of agriculture in Fraiu-o has Issued a de- 
cree dirox-lly in favor of native born horses. 

i presume that there is such a thing as a horse 
census in this country, ttf course, it must b<- a na- 
tional question, but assuming tliat the battles of 
the I'niti-d States might have to lie fought on the 
sea instead of on land, the horse topic might fail to 
raise the same spirit of questioning, although apart 
from the general topic of horses of all kinds for war 
or peace servh'c, the question Inevitably |iresents it- 
self as to where would all the horses come from, it 
raeing were thorouglily reinstated again, as it siirely 
will lie'? Big raeing stables and stables of fine 
tliorouglibrcds are not gathered togctlu-r too easily. 

As well might tlie picture galleries and the ‘mu- 
seums have been despoiled and how many years, if 
ever, would it take to replace them '?— Marquis of 
Qui-ensliury, in Chicago Tribune.

He longed for his old home in Cinednnati 
and came back here to die. Instead of giving up 
lioiie his family prevailed npon him to live in a 
tent in the open. Seven months spent in the fresh 
air has completely restored his health. He started 
today for Juarez with Mary Emily, a two-year-old. 
and Dottie B, a three-year-old. He bought 'the first 
named from J. 'W. May and the latter from J. B. 
Respess. 

ISINGLASS, GREATEST TURF 'WINNER, DEAD. 

lyondon. Eng., December 7. — Isinglass, the famous 
stallion, died at Newmarket Tuesday at the age of 
21 years. 

Isinglass was one of the most remarkable race 
horses of the last century. Ho holds the record as 
a winner on the turf, his total being $iS50,(>75. In 
1S9.3 he won the triple crown — the Two Thousand 
Guineas. Derl>.v and St. I^eger — for Mr. Harry 
MeOalmont. 'Hie sire of Isinglass xvas Isonomy, 
himself a great race horse, while Isinglass was al- 
ways eonsidereii Isonomy's greatest son. The dam 
of Isinglass was Dead I»ck, a daughter of Wenlock 
and Malpractice. Isinglass had hero standing in re- 
cent years at Cheyeley Park, near Newmarket. His 
service fee was 200 guineas.
